Sen. Byrd, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee — 
which completed its 
hearings 
this week on the tax measure 
— has succeeded in obtaining a 
promise from Mr. Johnson that 
his spending proposals for the 
fiscal year beginning next July 
I will be discussed with con­ 
gressional fiscal leaders before 
final action is taken cm the tax 
reduction legislation. 
TTie Virginia Senator and a 
number of his colleagues have 
taken the position that no tax 
cut should be voted by Con­ 
gress unless a determined effort 
is made by the Administration 
to curb government spending. 


Recent statement? by Presi­ 
dent Johnson, how'ever, are be­ 
ing interpreted by fiscal experts 
as indicating that the Adminis­ 
tration’s spending program for 
the 1965 fiscal year may total 
as much as $103 billion. 
This — unless Mr. Johnson 
succeeds in lowering the figure 
—would amount to an increase 
of $5.2 billion above the pres­ 
ent estimate of $97.8 billion for 
1964 fiscal year expenditures. 
It also would be approximate­ 
ly $1 billion above the highest 
figure that had been officially 
forecast by the Kennedy Ad­ 
ministration. 
Confronted by such a situat- 
tion, members of the Senate 
economy bloc would have to de­ 
cide whether they believed the 
President was really determined 
to control povemment spending. 
The President has assured the 
nation that he plans to do every­ 
thing possible to have the gov­ 
ernment "set an example of 
prudence and economy.” He has 
ordered government officials to 
hold down on their 
spending 
plans and has announced cuts 
in defense spending. 
It is possible, therefore, that 
the final figure arrived at for 
submission to Congress in the 
budget message next month may 
be somewhat lower than $103

Christmas is Mexico’s most festive season. Whether you are in 
the city or a small village, the potada and pinata will add the color 
and special flavor of Mexico to your Christmas celebration. 
Cosmopolitan Mexico City, with its wide boulevards and hun­ 
dreds of tree-fllled parks, ie a dntiling spectacle of colored light# 
and Christmas scenes re-enacted in life-size figures. Huge lighting 
systems placed on the facades of buildings continually change to 
depict various holiday scenes. 
Social activity in the capital city also takes on an extra bril­ 
liance during Christmas, w ith the best in theatre, concerts, opera, 
nightlife, and art and craft showings. 
Celebrations in smaller tow ns and villages take on a charming 
country festival atmosphere that varies according to region. There 
are almost always processions through the streets, with lighted 
candle*, and often a succession of floats depicting scenes from the 
Bible.

Mexico’s impressive Folklore Ballet gives a musical interpreta­ 
tion ot the traditional Christm as Pinata Party. 


Christmas is Mexico’s most festive season. W hether you are in 
the city or a small village, the posada and pinata will add the color 
and special flavor of Mexico to your Christmas celebration. 
Cosmopolitan Mexico City, with its wide boulevards and hun­ 
dreds of tree-filled parks, is a dazzling spectacle of colored lights 
and Christm as scenes re-enacted in life-size figures. Huge lighting 
system* placed on the facade* of buildings continually change to 
depict various holiday scenes. 
Social activity in the capital city also takes on an extra bril­ 
liance during Christmas, w ith the best in theatre, concerts, opera, 
nightlife, and art and craft showings. 
Celebrations in smaller towns and villages take on a charming 
country festival atmosphere that varies according to region. There 
are almost always processions through the streets, with lighted 
candles, and often a succession of floats depicting scenes from the 
Bible. The central plaza is a gathering place for well-wishers, 
complete with music and dancing.. 
The traditional posadas are strictly Mexican and are celebrated 
throughout the country either in churches or private homes. The 
religious potada is a very serious affair, and can be seen only in 
smaller cities, but the home posadas, held everywhere in Mexico, 
are the gayest fiestas of the year. 
The posadas (m eaning inn or shelter) commemorate the eight- 
day journey of M ary and Joseph as they looked for shelter. The 
present-day Mexican version is a party where guests gather out­ 
side the home of the host, and carrying lighted candles, ask for 
lodging in song. On the other side of the door they are answered 
in song. A fter many singing requests and mock refusals the 
shelter-seekers are finally adm itted, and the party begins. 
One of the highlights of the posada is the game of the pinata, 
played with large clay molds shaped and decorated lik- animals, 
fish, S anta Claus, or comic figures. The guests are blindfolded and 
take th e ir tu rn at trying to break the pinata with a stick to get at 
the candy, fru it and small gifts that are hidden inside. Success is 
difficult because the target can be raised or lowered by an attached 
rope.
